The benefits that will result from incorporporation are consider- 
able. In the first place @ town has considerable more standing than a 
village. A town has greater borrowing. power than a village, which 
will enable the town to borrow money for tho making of public im- 
provements, such as the grading of streets, laying down of sidewalks, 
putting in a sewage system, and the providing of electric light plant 
and waterworks, “A town has increased powers over a village in re- 
gard to sanitary regulations and police protection, As a town Bas- 
sano will havea mayor and six councillors to carry on its affairs, in- 
stead or, three councilmen, one of whom is chairman, as at present. 


In short, incorporation asa town will be of much benefit to Bassano 
and will mark a new era in its prosperity.

“ George H. Ham, the particularly well 
known and.well Mked manager of the 
press department of the C. P. R. be 
fore he took up his residence in Mont- 
real, was a typical Westerner. He had 
been a néwspaper man for ycars in 
Winnipeg, an alderman, a war corres- 


‘pondent during the rebellion, and had 


borne the heat and burden of the early 
days on the Red River. He had been 
public-spirited and at the same time & 
strong par:izan, and had done yeoman 
service for his party. Very few things 
had come to him in the way of Gov 
ernment patronage or pap, although he 
had been the means of forwarding the 
claims of many a man who holds a fat 
Government job in the West to-day.

enough during his six or eight week} 
of toil—exhausting enough’ while 1 
lasted—to supply all his wants for thr 
rest of the year. The competition o1 
the brown men and of the traps on 
the American side has brought down 
the prices paid by the canneries fo) 
fish to such a figure that the fisher 
man is lucky now if he has enough 
to see him through the worst of the 
winter.

Would Keep Niagara Camp Grounds as 
a Park For the People. 


Hon, J. 8. Hendrie of Hamilton, Min- 
ister without portfolio tn the Whitney 
Government, has suggested to the Nia 
gara Falls Park Commission and the 
historical socteties of the Niagara die 
trict that they take steps to get the 
Dominion Government to vest the 
military camp grounds at Nlagara-ol 
the-Lake in the commission. He quite 
agrees with the @eithtion against the 
Proposal to sell the grounds, which have 
so many historical associations, and 
hopes that his project ts reasonably cer 
tain of attainment. If carried out thie 
would mean that Niagara-on-the-Lake 
woud have as park property the 
grounds mentioned with a frontage on 
Lake Ontario and the Niagara River 
corinected ®by the strip of Jand along 
the river now vested in the commission 
with the Niagara Falls Park, which now 
extends te Lake Erie. The present, Mr.
